REMARKS 


Claim 1 was rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by Lai 
(US 6,731,340). 

Claims 1-5, 9, and 29-31 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Verstockt et al. (US 6,239,841) in view of Lai (US 6,731,340), 

Claims 6-8, 12-14, and 32-35 were objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but the Examiner has indicated that such claims would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 


subject matter of claim 6 and all of the limitations of the intervening claims. Claims 2- 
6 have been cancelled, and claims 7, 8, and 12 have been amended to depend on 
amended claim 1 . In addition, claim 29 has amended to include the allowable subject 
matter of claim 32 emd the limitations of intervening claim 3 1 . Claims 3 1 and 32 have 
been cancelled.
